SAYS LIMIT HAS 


BEEN REACHED 


"We Must Call Our Last Reserves and 


Tell World We Have Reached Limit 
of Our Capacity to Bear Privations," 
Says Statement to People — Emer- 
gency Tax Decrees Calculated to 
Yield $400,000,000 Announced. 


BERLIN, June 6—(AP)—The time has come for Ger- 


many to tell the world that liberation from "unbearable 
reparations burdens" is imperative, the government de- 
clared today in an appeal to the people published simultane- 
ously with a series of new emergency tax decrees calculated 
to- yield nearly $400,000,000 in new revenues. 


"We must cab our last reserves 
and tell the world that we have 
reached the limit of our capacity to 
bear privations," the appeal de- 
clared. 


Heavy sacrifices are imperative if 
the solvency of the nation is to be 
maintained, it said, pointing out 
that expectations of an end to trie 
economic crisis this spring were not 
realized and that Germany alone 
cannot save herself from the com- 
mon distress afflicting even the na-

Released On Bond After 


Indicted for Income 


Tax Evasion. 
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Income of Over Million 


In Six Years Charged 


Concealed by Al. 


CHICAGO, June 6— </P) —The 
chief of gang chiefs — Alphonse 
Capone—today faced the possibility 
of a thirty-two year penitentiary 
sentence and a fine of $80,000 for 
alleged evasion of the government 
income tax. 
This is the maximum sentence 
possible if he is convicted on the 
charges on which he surrendered 
yesterday, following his indictment 
iy a federal- grand jury. 
He posted ia ?50,000 bond and 
was released. There were two in- 
dictments. One was returned yes- 
terday. Another was voted March 
16, but was .suppressed. They con- 
tained six felony and two mis- 
demeanor counts, and alleged a 
[overnment tax» claim of $215,080.45. 


Two-Year Investigation. 
The indictments marked the cul- 
mination of two years of investi- 
gation under the direction of A. P. 
Madden, chief of the special intel- 
ligence department of the internal 
revenue department .during which 
Madden said that more than 1,000 
persons were interviewed. A total 
income of* $1,038,654.84 during the 
years of 1924 to 1929, inclusive, was 
charged. Federal agents, however, 
said this did not represent Capone's 
income, but only the sums which 
;ould be definitely traced. 
Date of Trial Uncertain. 
There was no indication as to 
the exact date of the gang leader's 
trial, but United States Attorney 
George E. Q Johnson, who has 
won a conviction against every 
gangster he has tried for income 
tax frauds, announced +hat he was 
ready for the supreme test against 
Capone. 
The indictments constituted but 


one of a series of'blows the gov- 
ernment has struck at Capone, 
whose income from his liquor, vice 
and gambling interests are reputed 
to have reached enormous sums- ^ 
Within a few hours after the 
news of Capone's indictment be- 
came public, Sam Guzik, one of his

In 1917 he went to South 
Carolina to study certain economic 
forces and in 1920 he moved to 
New York City to Join the staff of 
the nationol bureau of economic re- 
search. In 1927 he joined the fac- 
ulty of the school of commerce of 
New York university, and since that 
time has been in charge of the work 
in statistics at that school.

King has written various articles 
and books dealing with economic 
subjects, as well as serving on vari- 
ous research groups.

Crops Retarded By 


Low Temperatures 


Northeastern Part of State Hit 
Hardest; Drouth Also Makes 


Itself Felt There. 


Drouth and low temperatures 


a a v e considerably handicapped 
crops in northeastern 
Nebraska, 
according to E. V. Jones, assistant 
state and1 federal agricultural sta- 
tistician, on his return from an in- 
spection trip in that area. 
The first' crop of alfalfa was 
substantially reduced by drouth and 
low temperatures and growth of 
oats and barley was retarted, he 
reported. Rye in Antelope and Holt 
counties was found in a critical 
condition because of lite freezing 
temperatures f o l l o w e d by dr> 
weather.'Unusual conditions caused 
it to turn pale. It appeared to be 
maturing before the normal time. 
Harvesting of the first crop of 


alfalfa 
in Platte, Madison and 
Pierce counties was started before 
the crop began to bloom' or make 
normal growth. Frost damage was 
evident in discolored leaves and 
stems in most of the fields in 
those counties. Oats and barley 
have not made normal progress al- 
though the color is good except in 
places where freezing temperatures 
partly killed the crop and caused 
it to turn brown. 
Pastures Set Back. 


Wild hay and pastures along the 
eastern border of the 
sandhill 
region were set back by freezing 
temperatures and lack of rainfall. 
After an early start, much of the 
wild grass was frozen and with 
short rainfall, the crop has been 
slow in coming on the second 
time. 
Crops in the Loup -valleys, espe- 
cially alfalfa and oats, showed the 
ill effects of the freeze but mois- 
ture conditions were more favor- 
able than in northern counties. 
Wheat in the central Platte val- 
ley, 
Adams. Clay, Fillmore and 
Saline counties is in good condi- 
tion The unusually thick stands 
are developing well but are draw- 
ing heavily on the soil moisture 
supplies. -

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cilCKENS HOME TO ROOST. 


Surely Secretary of State Stimson must have en- 


joyed a very hearty laugh within the protecting walls 
of his office when he read the statement credited to 
him that the United States would enter no protest 
against retaliatory Canadian tariff duties. 


And then to make the jest complete, Commissioner 


•Klein, of the Department of Commerce, ventured the 
explanation that the reason why America did not 
protest was that it had been this nation's position 
that the tariff was a purely domestic problem. It is 
well that the feelings of the public were so carefully 
considered. There is a touch of awkwardness in a 
situation when it becomes necessary to confess that 
chickens come home to roost. 


Yet, that is the only illuminating and beneficial 


conclusion which can be reached. Canada is Ameri- 
ca's best customer. In 1930, her purchases of raw and 
finished products in this country constituted approx- 
imately one-third of the total foreign trade which we 
enjoyed. Still we didmofc appreciate it. In the face 
of repeated representations by the Canadian govern- 
ment that, if we'continued to erect more impressive 
tariff walls, it, of necessity, would be compelled to 
take similar action against us. we advanced the 
duties to new, higher levels. There was nothing which' 
Canada could do against us. Our own officials at 
Washington, as diplomatically as the circumstances 
would permit, reported to Canada that what we did 
about the tariff was strictly our own business. 


It would be impossible to conceive of a more in- 


tolerable and absurd demand than for the United 
States to protest against a step which we ourselves 
had taken only a year ago. Mr. Stimson did not have 
to tell us there would be no protest and Commissioner 
Klein did not have to explain, the reason why there 
was no protest. Every one understood that we had 
been .caught in our own trap and only the cheapest 
sort of a "piker" would cry out when it pinched him. 
If all the world were to establish tariff which would 
effectually Bar American goods from sale in for- 
eign countries, we should not have a word to say, that 
is, in the., event that we are as fairminded and as 
generous as we should be. The tariff is our own in- 
vention. Our manufacturers have been fattening 
*upon it for years and it was not until recently that 
they came to the realization that it could be turned 
against them just as effectively as they utilized it 
to their material advantage. 


The most recent duties adopted by Canada will de- 


prive the United States of $25,000,000 of foreign trade. 
Ttiat is only a starter, however. If Canada finds she 
can turn the tariff against us, we will lose our best 
customer. 


The strange and Inexplicable fact in the tariff 


controversy is that a law which has aroused so much 
resentment abroad should have been drafted and 
signed under the leadership of Mr. Hoover. He was 
acknowledged to be the best informed business man 
ever nominated for the presidency. More than that, 
he was pictured as the man best qualified to foster 
America's foreign trade. He had spent years abroad 
in the service of British interests; he had directed 
enterprises in practically every quarter of the globe; 
and he was supposed to be conversant with world 
conditions. It has been demonstrated, however, that, 
actually, he had the most faulty knowledge of the 
steps necessary to encourage friendships for this 
country of an? one in recent years. 


In-i&e thing he was expected to show the greatest 


strength, he developed the- greatest weakness. The 
news from Canada furnishes but another link in the 
evidence of foolishness which has characterized 
America's .tariff policy. 


CUT OUT THE POLITICS. 


If the special legislative session should turn out to 


IMS another eat-snd-dog fight, the people of Nebraska 
can put the blame on politics. Each party will have 
to bear some of the responsibility. 


Hud everybody concerned tried to arrive at some 


reasonable understanding in the late regular session 
an appropriation bill could have been passed at .that 
time and the'state thus saved the turmoil and ex- 
pense of an extra sitting." But the republican ma- 
jority refused to adopt any of Governor Bryan's rec- 
ommendations for trimming down the code organiza- 
tion, which would have made some reduction in state 
expenditures possible without decreasing efficiency; 
and on the other-hand the democratic minority, un- 
der pressure from the governor** office, set itself 
stubbornly against any and all appropriation sched- 
ules that did not meet Bryan's personal approval. 


This continued g. o. p. worshipping at the ehrine 


of the civil administrative code, and the democratic 
subserviency to Bryan, combined to produce the 
deadlock which made the extra session necessary. 


It is now too late to bring about any regrouping of 


the state's administrative activities, inasmuch ah the 
work of the session opening n^xt Tuesday is restrict- 
ed under the governor's call to the one subject of 
providing funds for the operation of the state gov- 
ernment and the maintenance of its activities during- 
the biennium which starts July 1. 


The only business the legislature can consider at 


this time is that of appropriations- The question la 
largely.one of whether the tail can wag the dog. The 
republicans have a nominal majority in the house 
and an actual one in the senate; but they do not 
have enough votes in the lower branch to override 
the governor's recommendations. 


This gives the house democrats an opportunity to 


practice obstruction again, as they did- in the late 
regular session, by refusing to let any bill go through 
which does not bear the governor's personal O.-K. 
stamp. 
% 


But if they persist in this attitude it is quite likely 


that the republican senate will be just as stubborn 
the other way and refuse to pass a budget bill which 
omits proper provision for needed Improvements and 
maintenance funds at the various state institutions. 
An impasse of this kind will leave - the state just 
where it was before. 


For the sake of Nebraska, there must be some give 


and take on both sides. If politics is laid aside and 
the situation is approached from both sides in the 
proper frame of mind, it ought to be possible to work 
out a fair compromise between the conflicting view- 
points. 


SLICING IT TOO THIN. 


Congressman Cyrenus Cole of Iowa apparently does 


not believe in the old saying that "no matter how 
thin you slice it, it's still bologna.'N He thinks that 
the trouble with the world today—as far as the meat 
consumption problem is concerned—is that they.'re 
slicing it so thin nobody knows what it is. 


His suggestion, to the Sioux City* Livestock associa- 


tion on how to increase the consumption of meat is 
to either stop using the meat slicing machtaes,or to 
sef the machines so that they will cut a slice thick 
enough to give some taste. 


"These shaving processes leave both ham and bacon 


tasteless as such," Cole declares. "Such a sliver of 
bacon has no more taste than potato chips and one 
may defy even an expert in tasting to differentiate 
between ham and chipped beef. I have found'many 
men who have quit eating bacon because it is served 
in such a tasteless form." 


It would seem that the Iowa congressman has a 


"farm relief" idea which isn't so bad. It might re- 
sult in the consumption of more beef and port. Since 
we're willing to try every agricultural-aid plan sug- 
gested it won't hurt to give this one a go. 


Even thicker slices of meat can hardly be expected 


to bring back the good old days of "ham and" su- 
premacy. The age when the wealthy westerner 
splurged at the big city restaurants by ordering $*0 
worth of ham and eggs for his evening meaTare as 
much a part of the past as the dodo. There are too 
many new-fangled foods now to compete with the old 
favorites. Dieting and food fads and the change in 
the type of work of most of the people are all factors 
in the decline of ham and eggs. 


But let's try the plan of the Iowa congressman for 


a while. Slice it a little thicker. Then, maybe, when 
we can tell the difference between bacon and bologna 
ft will be reflected in our meat consumption.

I have heard it denied that the 


Russian soviet employs forced labor 
and that there is any danger of our 
markets «affefing 
from Russian 
competition. What information have 
yon on this matter. 


ANSWER. 
The London Times in a recent is- 


sue refers to a blue book issued by 
;he British government and states 
;hat "its study should remove any 
doubt as to the absolute control ex- 
ercised by thg soviet administration 
over Russia's vast lat-r ^resources." 
This control is concentrated at pres- 
ent-on stimulating production for ex- 
port purposes, with particular em- 
>hasis on grain and timber. 
But the blue bpok in ^ question 


hrows no light on the actual con- 
ditions of the labor camps, or on 
the treatment of the large numbers 
of political prisoners who are ex- 
ploited as forced laborers by the So- 
viet's decree. A leading authority in 
;he timber trade declares that the 
danger is not in buying this particu- 
lar product from Russia, but in hav- 
any connection with that country at 
alL His argument is that if the rest 
of the world does not want Com- 
riunism It should refuse to trade with 
Hussia in any wav. 
According to 


aim, nations which refuse thus to 
unit themselves are nelping to bring 
nearer the day when Communism's 
merchandise and commodities will 
wamp the markets of the world. 
These apprehensions may seem 
exaggerated to some, but there are 
reasons to fear that they may prove 
>etter founded than it is pleasant 
a contemplate. On the other hand, 
reports constantly reach the United 
States thai Russia's railroads are far 
jelow the standard required for the 
ra strain put upon them by their 
ntensive speeding up -of the five 
year program. If this is the -case, 
notwithstanding foreign credits arid 
the importation of foreign engineers 
and other technical experts, she may 
not be able to carry out the plan. 
It is reported that to date the 
wheat sold by the soviet has' not ex- 
ceeded 400,000 tons, and it has been 
estimated that Russia's total exports 
will not exceed 1,230,000 tons, not- 
withstanding she has taken an in- 
;ensive campaign for wheat produc- 
tion, organized on a large scale and 
with modem equipment..Since I am 
leither an economist nor a financier 
I am unable to forecast the effect 
of her five year program on the 
trade and 1 abor conditions of the 
United States and the rest of the 
world. But even a neophyte in such 
matters of this character realizes 
that our own capitalistic and indus- 
trial systems should 
prepare to 
answer the threat and challenge of 
Russian policies to the industrial 
peace and stability of the world.

DOSING WITH CATHAKTICS 


MAY BEING ON COLITIS 


The person with colitis or irri- 
table colon has not infrequently 
given it to himself. The inside of 
the colon or

Today we discuss an even com- 
moner habit which is quite as 
fraught with potential harm—the 
habitual dosing with cathartics/- 


Perhaps the best way to make 
the point clear is to recite the his- 
tory of an actual patient. A man 
aged 40 came to a clinic complain- 
ing of discomfort all over his ab- 
domen, and constipation. Curiously, 
when he was questioned about his 
constipation, he said that he had 
several evacuations a day, but that 
what he meant by the word "con- 
stipation" was that he never felt, 
as If his Intestines were entirely 
empty.' He had been In the habit 
of dosing himself with epsom salts 
for years. 
At first he felfc relief from the 
use of salts, but a year before con- 
sulting the clinic doctor he began 
to "feel the sensation of not being 
cleaned out and increased his dos- 
age of salts until he was taking 
some every two hours in the day- 
time and was consuming~4be stag- 
gering amount of nearly half a 
pound a day. The inside of his 
intestines were red and spongy and 
covered with small white spots, 
probably beginning ulcers. 
On treatment which consisted in 


taking him entirely away from the 
cpsom salts and giving him a bland 
diet of raffle and eggs and vegetable 
purees, he was restored to normal; 
feelings of health and comfort. 
Such a story, which is by no 
means as uncommon as it sounds 
as if it should be. shows how such 
excessive anxietv to keep tbe colon 
empty actually leads to colitis. In 
fact, the cathartic habit, and the 
enema habit, and roughacc diets arc 
the commonest causes of colitis. 
There is one good rule for those 
rbo have the necessity for a cathar- 
tic. That is, take a cathartic only 
on the night of the day -when you 
hare not had an evacuation. There 
Is no question that many perole do 
need a cathartic occasionally, or 
even falrlv regularly, but Jt Is very 
easy to silo into th? habit of tak- 
ing too much, and of taking a 
cathartic too often.

The grasshoppers are still small 


and at a stage where they do not 
usually cause noticeable damage. 
according to" Mr. Gates. Their great 
numbers, however, have resulted In 
wholesale destruction of barley and 
corn in some areas, particularly 
around Butte and Brlstow. 
Other crops have not been In- 


jured as seriously. The insecU eat 
several times their size in plant life 
daily and are constantly Increasing 
in size so that they would be a seri- 
ous menace if not checked. He be- 
lieves that If farmers will use the 
poison, a carload of which has been 
ordered by,Boyd county commis- 
sions for distribution to farmers at 
cost, the Infestation can be checked. 


Grasshoppers stop feeding almost 
instantly after eating the poison, he 
points out, which would bring an 
immediate relief to the crop sitwa-, 
Hon. They die in from two to five 
days thereafter, accord!^ to Mr. 
Gates. 
Heaviest damage has been done In 


Boyd county, but some was also 
done in Knox county along the Hlo- 
brara. Generally poor crop condi- 
tions this year have accentuated the 
difficulty, says Mr. Gates. He was 
accompanied on his inspection tow 
by O. S. Bare, extension entomol- 
ogist of the agricaltaral college. 
Grasshoppers wci'c more numerous 
than usual last year, and with a 
mfld winter. prmcttcaJly an eggs 
were hatched, according to Mr. 
Tales. Few of them, however, came 
rom the well cultivated areas. The 
damage was due to heavy breeding 
in grass plots, old meadows and 
along tbe roadsides. Better soil culti- 
vation and deep plowing are recom- 
mended as aids to eliminating tbe 
xsst for next year. 
Much greater damage has been 
lone in South Dakota than in Ne- 
Kaska. according to Mr. Gates. 
Farmers there are Just beginning to 
wage a poison war on the Insects to 
.heck their ravages.

Wrote Last March, 


Senator Couzens wrote to tbe at- 
torney general last March about the 
Hill case. Mr. Mitchell was the 
attorney for the estate of Mrs. Hill 
before he entered the government 
service. The Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the contention that the 
property given by Mrs. Hill to her 
children prior to her death was not 
given in anticipation of death and 
therefore was not taxable. 
- Senator Couzens said the treasury 
department and Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, then assistant attor- 
ney general, asked that an appeal 
be made to the Supreme court. At- 
torney General Sargent ruled no ap- 
peal 
would be made. Senator 
Couzens pointed out that 
Mr. 
Mitchell was then the solicitor gen- 
eral. 
"There may have been a very 
good reason for it," Copzens said, to- 
day, "but I don't know what it is. 
In my mind there is a grave tax 
evasion and one of the principal 
'reasons why we should have a gift 
tax."

In one day's time.

NEW YORK, June 6—(SV-Colonel 


and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh are 
considering flying to China and 
Japan over an eastern route, which 
would bring them close to the North 
Pole on a 6,500 mile journey to the 
orient. 
Colonel Lindbergh is studying the 
possibilities of a great circle course 
across Greenland and Spitzbergen 
instead of taking the Bering strait 
route from the Pacific coast. 
He is making inquiries as to fuel 
and supply bases and stores along 
that nortehrn route. The whole plan 
is in a formative stage. 
At North Beach airport, Queens, 
mechanics installing pontoons have 
been ordered to put a water rudder 
on Lindbergh's Lockheed plane. 
The equipment under consideration 
includes a tent, a rubber boat, two 
months food supply and radio ap- 
paratus.
